Vienna .is awaiting with excitement the 

opening to-morrow of the trial of Dr. Anton 
Rintelen, the former Cabinet Minister and 
the central figure in the Nazi revolution 
of July 26th last year, in which the 
Austrian Chancellor, Dr. Dollfuss, was 
murdered. 
* Dr. Rintelen, whom the .Nazis on that 
fatal day publicly proclaimed over the 
wireless as successor to the murdered 
Chancellor, will appear before a military 
court to answer a charge of high treason. 

It is expected that the Austrian Chan- 
eellor, Dr. von Schuschnigg, and a number 
of other Cabinet Ministers will appear in 
the witness box. 

Elaborate precautions are being taken 
by the authorities to prevent any disturb- 
ances during the trial. Only a limited 
number of persons holding special passes, 
including fifty | journalists, will. be 
admitted to the court.

“Dear Mr. Carty,—I beg to ask your as- 
sistance in getting into the Garda. . + .- 
Now this, perhaps, is a big thing to ask of 
you, Mr. Carty, but if you would consider 
and do something for me I am prepared to 
make you a present of £100, which I’ve 
saved up to now on road work. If necessary, 
TI get references from notable Fianna Fail 
supporters or I,R.A, leaders. I am the eldest 
of a large family, and qualified in every 
respect. . s .—Í remain, yours faithfully, 
“LAURENCE Henry,” 

Mr. Lynch said that, as was expected from 
Mr. Carty, he caused the leiter to be for-
